The controversy over "opening adoption records" was,one of. the issues
leading to the establishment of the'National Committee For Adoption, on June'
23, 1900. jrom that date until fioW, purloudding members -- agenties apd
inddviduais alike -- hpve beeh determined to offer, a profeasiona;ly sound,
humane, sensitive and, practical legislative model act- to-She States for theire
conaideration id addressing thi4 controversy.

In the intervening months, those:saMe-agencies and individuals havebeen
invojed in an intensive review of existing legislation.and approachds concern-.
Ing "open .5y/cords" inta search for a workable "registry." Drafts of model
acts which would establish registries bays been.circUlated, "debated and amended.
The basic.concepts and pria4ples underlying this document reflect the suggest-
ions, it writing and.in person, of htindreds of comer* people. Over the last
18 months, this ,document web auhstaltively redrafted talree times..

Becausethis'document deals with one of the most complex constructions of
American societytothe "adoption circle," it necesierily reflects that complexity
in its approaCh. 'There are, we concluded, few Blear -alit answers to questions
that affect so many lives so intimately.

The document is also; admittedly, an imperfect and. evolvfng approach. It
is impei2fect because the need:to.provide States with something workable'to
consider required lib to set and.enforde a deadline for final comments from t
many agencies and individuals concerned about this matter. In addition, the

o need to make decisions required us to use &voting procedure in deciding wha
would be the fina$ recommendations of the Ad Hoc.7Committee.. `In turn, our Ex
utive Committee voted to accept the recommendations, with minimal.changes 'and
additions, of the Ad Hoc Committee. This Material represents, therefore, the
majority view orthe Ad Hoc Committee and'the view of the Executive Committee
of the National Committee For Adoption, not nedesaarily the views of each and .

every member agenCy, board member or individual member of our organization.

The process of discussion and deliberation which is currently under way
in many, States, and which will continue as additional States..consider his and
other approaches relating to the "open records" issue means that t = e will be
evolution and perfection of these recommendations. By design, we Erte included
no COMMENTARY with this material. It is our plait, after this do umetit has had
an opportunity.to cipculatelor several months, to publish'a Second Edition,
with COMMENTARY.

ene final note: several States may wish to take nolaction 6n the core rec-
commendation, that a registry be authorized to be established. Those States,
nay determine that since the existing legislation serves approximately 98 percent
of those involved in or aff,cted by adoption quite well '-- that is, tJey are' very
comfortable with existing guardhtees of privacy and sealed records -- no legal
steps to establish regidtries are called for. Should an aCtIve debate emerge in
any State about these issues, howeve,. this document should be a useful resource.P
